MAYOR GOODMAN declared the Public Hearing open.

RUBY PENA, Manager of the business, spoke for her mother MARIA ZUBIA, who was also
present. MS. PENA requested approval. She explained that given that the business is
experiencing financial difficulties, she thought it would be a good idea to place additional signs
on the property. As soon as she found out it was not permitted under the Special Use Permit, she
removed the additional signs.
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COUNCILMAN REESE commented that the business owners have been non-compliant for the
past three years and continue to work outside of the bays. The owner cannot go against the code
just because of difficult economic times.

MS. PENA assured COUNCILMAN REESE that she would do everything within her power to
ensure compliance if he would approve this matter. COUNCILMAN REESE warned MS. PENA
that if he has any other problems with this business, he will revoke the Special Use Permit.
